PROTECT YOUR WATER 


It has been charged that today’s water conservation elec- 
tion is an act of locking the stable door after the horse has 
been stolen. 

Makers of these statements point out that Orange county 
has almost completed its network of drainage canals above 
the Prado dam. That they have sunk $500.000 into the project 
and won't give up without a fight. 

This is a very negative approach. 

Had the world tackled all of its problems with this view- 
point in mind we would still be riding on square wheels. 

Formation of the Chino Basin Water Conservation dis- 
trict will give West Enders a weapon to use in their fight 
against encroachment of Orange county on Chino Basin water. 

Without that weapon we can do nothing but stand by 
and let them take the water, 

With the weapon we can at least let the world know we 
will fight for our water , .. and we could very well win the 
battle. 

It isn’t just the Prado dam project which is worrying West 
End water experts. In this drainage steal they see just the be- 
ginning of water grabs by thirsty surrounding counties, 

It is more than possible that Orange county won't be 
satisfied with water they “steal” from the Chino basin throyg 
the Prado project. ps 

They could want more water. 

And if they do, what is there to stop them from asking the 
state of California to adjudicate the water of the entire Santa 
Ana region which includes-the Chino Basin. 

With their vast legal and political machines Orange 
county could appear before the state officials and present 
a very good case. The county could point out that over a per- 
iod of years they have done everything possible to conserve 
their water: to bring additional water into their county and 
have spent thousands of dollars DOING SOMETHING. 

On the other hand, they could point out to the authorities 
that the West End has done just about nothing. If today’s elec- 
tion fails, the Orange county boys could further claim that 
West Enders showed so little interest in their water future 
that they were unwilling to protect it. 

The state might listen favorably to their arguments and 
move to give Orange county legal water rights to Chino 
Basin water. 

That could happen. 

The time to stop it, is right NOW. 

It is later than you think. 

One more thing. 

Today's election has nothing to do with bringing water 
into the West End, The conservation district would be con- 
cerned only with protecting the water we already have.

-“Basin have become alarmed over Orange county’s water plays. For .20 years the Orange county 
officials have been laying plans to acquire more water, spurred to desperation in recent years by the 
steadily dwindling flow of the Santa Ana river on one hand the Pacific Ocean knawing into the 
underground basin on the other. The Ofange county program has two aims. One is to tap water of 
the Chino Basin at Prado dam. Land was purchased for that purpose in 1926, The other part of the 
Orange county scheme has all of Riverside county up in arms. For the past 20 years Orange county 
has steadily purchased water soaked land on both sides of the Santa Ana river. Now it has moved 
clear inside the city limits of Riverside itself. The shaded areas on the sketch show the purchased 
lands. Riverside county officials, alarmed that Orange county's salvaging experiments behind Prado 
dam may lower levels in the Temescal Basin, now fear that with a foothold in the Jurupa Basin, 
the downstream interests intend to pump water from Riverside across the Jurupa Narrows and on

Will Aid Blind 


The blind who turn out high- 
quality articles in the Bourne 
Workshop run by The Lighthouse, 
at 111 East 59th street, New 
York, earn their living in compe- 
tition with people who can see. 
They ask for no sympathy and nz 
special privileges, only for the op- 
portunity to make useful articles 
and sell them. 

Touring the Workshop as the 
guest of the Lighthouse, one mar- 
vels at the skills of the blind. On 
the weaving floor, women set up 
looms and weave fine baby blan- 
kets, scarves, fabric for men’s 
neckties cr for clothing. Though 
‘hey cannot see the bright colors, 
they arrange their shuttles. in 
order so that the pattern comes 
out right, and through their sense 
of touch alone they can detect the 
slightest tendency toward irregu- 
larity. A grandmother is among 
the weavers. 

On other floors, men make mops 
and brooms. There’s a man who 
s so skilled at measuring lengths 
of fiber for mops and slicing them 
off that he earns between $85 and 
$100 a week to support ‘his blind 
wife and his children (who have 
perfect vision). He is the excep- 
tion, however, for the average 
worker earns $38 or $39 a week. 

Men sort and shred the broom 
corn, tie it onto a broom or brush 
handle, stitch, trim and finish the 
brooms with incredible speed and 
skill. The foreman says that most 
of them are completely at home 
in the Workshop and can do their 
particular jobs with ease, but they 
find life difficult when they are 
outside. 

People who are both partially 
and completely blind, work in the 
shop making a great variety of 
litems, frem aprons and dishcloths 
ie cunning sets of small brooms, 
|mops, dustpans and other cleaning 
‘aids for little girls to use. “Ar- 
|ticles ‘selling under other labels 
can be identified by a triangular 
| tag. 

Not all items sell with the case 
jof mops and brooms, which: are 
jalways in demand. For that rea- 
ison, The Lighthouse is inaugurat- 
jing the Hostess Party plan.

SALT LAKE CITY, Utah — I 
have just observed a monument 
to thrift, in the old-fashioned 
sense. It is the Mormon Church's 
general welfare project, which 
started from scratch in 1936 and 
now is assayed at some $10 mil- 
lion in real property and assets. 

It is a striking example of self- 
help. 

The Mormens believe that God 
is an exalted man and that man 
is literally a son of God—a son 
who, if he minds his ways, may 
grow up to be like his Father. 
The Latter Day Saints train their 
people for literal Godhood in eter- 
nity. The welfare project is one 
of seven steps in apprenticeship 
to Godhocd—namely, a phase of 
independence, thrift and communal 
interdependence for mutual good. 


GIFT LABOR 

The church was proud during 
the depression of its rejection of 
relief for its people. 

The welfare program was born 
of a decision to squirrel away a 
vast hoard of food and goods as 
a bulwark against another depres- 
sion or a destructive war. 

There are more than 115 store- 
houses loaded with everything 
from mattresses to shrimp cock- 
tail sauce, all produced on church- 
owned properties by gift labor. 
The church ownS canneries, 349 
farms of varying production, a 
coal mine, a mattress factory, a 
cotton cloth mill, a shoe-making 
set-up and dairy farms and plants. 
NEEDY EMPLOYED 

Its granaries are jammed with 
grains. Everything it dispenses, 
from food to overalls, is produced 
by 95 per cent free labor, as a 
contribution of the people to their 
own general welfare. 

From threshing on the farms 
to clerking in the welfare butcher 
shop, all but a few key personnel 
donate their time and energy, and 
even the salaried workers are 
supposed to take as much pay as 
possible in foodstuffs and other 
products. Those who are actually 
“employed” in the project are the 
needy, about half of whom would 
be on relief if no project existed. 

Under the Mormon concept 
there is no cash relationship be- 
tween work and need. The broth- 


ers are urged to work as much 
as they can and to take as little 
When goods from 
this heavy hoard are desired by 
a Mormon down on his luck, they 
are issued only on written order

FOOTBALL'S BIGGEST 

NEW YORK Most of foot- 
ball's big battles on the field are 
over for the season. But football’s 
biggest battle won’t be on the 
ficld. It will begin at an early 
date among tne coaches and the 
rule-makers who are now facing 
a showdown. And it will concern 
the two-platoon system and the 
unlimited substitution methods 
now available. This time it will be 
fought to a finish between two 
hostile groups who refuse to be 
reconciled. 

The two-platoon system is ad- 
ivocated and employed by such 
fine coaches as Red Blaik of 
Army, Fritz Crisler and Bennie 
Oosterbaan of Michigan, Lefty 
James of Cornell and many others 
who see in this order faster foot- 
ball by fresher men, more speed, 
more keeness and a game open to 
many more players. 

The two-platoon system, and the 
substitution methods therefore 











needed is apparently hated by a 


great majority of the coaches I 
have talked to — almost the en- 
tire south, a big part of the far 


large section of the midwest and 


the east. They offer the follow- 


ing objections— 
TWO DEPARTMENTS 
1. That football 


both is only half a football player. 
That if football has any character 
building attached there are im- 
portant lessons to be learned by 
meeting both offensive and de- 
fensive challengers. 

2. That the unlimited substitu- 
tion idea, with 44 men running on 
and off the field, is’ unpopular 
with the public at large and with 
all football writers who must 
keep track of these changes. That 
it is also unpopular with all real 
football players who like to 
block and tackle as well as run 
and pass. 

3. That the two-platoon idea has 
gotten far away from the old 
game which was supposed to be 
a battle between two teams — 
not two armies. 

This is not a simple debate. 
For example, such an able foot- 
ball coach and smart all-around 
observer as Lou Little of Colum- 
bia admits he doesn’t know which 
side is right. Lou is a leading 
member of the rules committee 
and his influence would be & 
strong factor if he happened to 
‘lean in either direction.

Michigan has 
been using it for three or four 
years. This last season, even with
